EARLY RECOLLECTIONS.

In one or my early recollections I alluded 
to a source of much trouble to the people of 
Campbell county, growing out of the location j 
of their seat of justice. Newport, the county 
town, was some twenty-six miles from the 
extreme points of the county. That portion 
of the people who lived in what is now Ken- 
ton county, had Licking river to cross to get 
to their seat of justice. There was the rival 
town of Visalia, towards the upper end of the 
county, on tho west side of the Licking, and 
the city of Alexandria on the east side, whose 
people wanted the court-house ami jail in 
their midst. Covington would now and then 
make a little growl. The Legislature allowed 
the ijuestion to be voted upon by the people 
several times, and thus gave rise to election- 
eering, log-rolling, and all mauner of short 
turnings to get votes. 

Whisky, that grand panacea for cold weath- 
er and hot weather — for the corn field and 
court-house — for quickening the reasoning 
powers and giving courage to the timid — that 
makes poor men rich, and rich men happy, 
was a great instrument in elections. 

Barbacucs, burgoos, and stump speaking, 
from tho first dawning of spring until after 
the election, the first week in August, took up 
much time which might have been better em- 
ployed. Hut people were Learning how to 
loca'.e their seat of justice permanently, and 
who to vote for as representatives in the Leg- 
islature and in Congress. 

Those were great days in old Campbell, and 
many a bloody noso and bruised profile were 
to be seen on three days of the election. 
Jioys took part, somewhat like the young gen- 
tlemen do at the present day, and now and 
then they got some rough usage. 

On one of the grand contests for the seat of 
justice, I concluded to take a hand at a little 
electioneering; so I made a bet of a treat, with 
a deputy sheriff from the upper end of the 
county, that a proposition made by the pro- 
prietors of Visalia to build a court-house was 
not binding in the form it was made, and ac- 
cording to the law, and I was to take the acts 
of the Legislature to Visalia on the first day 
of the election, and tho question was then 
and there to be decided. I went as agreed 
upon, and we left the decision to the judges of 
elections, and they decided in my favor. My 
electioneering argument was that if people 
voted to locate at Visalia they would be taxed 
heavily to build the public buildings, the pro- 
prietors not being bound by their proposition 
to put up the buildings in the way it was made. 
As between myself and the young man the 
bet, decision, and treat went oil' pleasantly 
enough. The next morning, the second of the 
election, I was going into Visalia, and was met 
by a man regarded as one of the stoutest in 
the county and one of tho most desperate, 
lie asked me politely to let him look at the 
act I had read the day before. I handed the 
book to him, when he threw it on the ground, 
stamped his foot upon it, and raised over my 
head a hickory club with one blow of which 
he could have killed me outright ; and 1 be- 
lieve he would have struck me the blow, had 
not another very stout and fearless man com- 
ing up at the moment, behind him, caught 
and jerked his stick from him. I low 1 did 
wish at the moment for a pistol or butcher 
knife. We had no six-shooters, or bowie- 
knives at that day. A kind providence which 
saved me several times before, and since, from 
being sent out of the world by accident, 
saved me from that man's violence. 

I was but eighteen years of age, and had 
no business to be meddling in such mat- 
ters. A few years afterwards that man and 
five or six others had been to Cjvington mar- 
keting and buying salt and groceries. On 
leaving for home they got into a drinking 
frolic, and as an old man and two young ones 
were passing the grocery, they went out and 
threw stones at them. The old man stopped 
on the road to see a justice of the peace and 
to get a warrant out against them. The 
justice was not at home, and as he came 
out into the road again, the drunken party 
came up. The old man shamed them for their 
conduct. My bully friend, as it was said, 
knocked the old man down, took up a stone, 
and with it broke his skull, so that he died in 
a few days thereafter. There was much ex- 
citement over it. 

To my great surprise he employed me to 
aid in his defence, and i made my first effort 
at a speech in his behalf in the old court- 
house, which yet stands in all its dilapidated 
roughness on the public square at Newport. 
It was generally believed he would be found 
guilty of murder, and that he would be hung. 
But the trial showed how the smallest thing 
may save a man before a jury. We had 
learned, in our conversations with him, that 
he and another man in his company were 
dressed alike and were about the same size — 
that each wore a pair of blue jeans pants, 
was in his shirt sleeves, and wore a white fur 
hat — that the other man threw the stones at 
the grocery, as the old man and two young 
men were jMissing bv ; that this fact could be 
well proved ; that they were all strangers to 
the deceased and his young friends. On the 
cross-examination of the young men, we got 
them to speak very particularly of the attack 
at the grocery, how many stones were thrown, 
the dress of the one who led in the attack, and 
then to describe the dress and appearance of 
the man who did the killing. They d escribed 
the same dress and man at both places. I 



quietly remarked (for I was cross-examining), 
then it was the man who led oil* in throwing 
the stones at the grocery, who struck the old 
man with the stone on the hill; anil they both 
answered, it was the Bami man. We proved 
clearly that the man at the grocery was the 
other man with jeans clothes and white hat ; 
we had the benefit, also, of an Indian, or root 
doctor's tinkering with the old man's fractured 
skull, and his use of what the witness called 
a spoon-handle (spatchel) in pressing upon 
the broken fragments of bone, and clearing 
away the clotted blood and brains. One wit- 
ness thought the doctor put his spoon-handle 
into the wound at least two or three inches. 
The wound was just over the eye, crushing 
the bones very much. 

The man who led off at the grocery proved 
that the accused gave the blow on the hlil. 
The other men were in the wagon, and did 
not notice how it was done or who did it. 

A reasoiuille douU was awakened in the 
minds of the jury, whether the accused did 
the killing, and he was acquitted. The spoon- 
handle figured extensively, and the root doc- 
tor came in for his share in bringing aliout the 
death. For if his spoon-handle was pushed 
into the man's head two inches it was enough 
to kill him of itself. 

The poor, old, weather-beaten father and 
mother of the prisoner were present, and their 
age and sorrow had their weight with the jury. 
The thanks of the [ioor old people was some 
recompense for my efforts in behalf of the 
son. 

I am the only lawyer left who prosecuted 
or defended. '1'he judge, and I believe every 
juryman, is dead. What became of the ac- 
cused I know not. Popular excitement led 
to several foolNh things towards the jury 
My associates were strongly condemned for 
lending their influence to such an acquittal, 
and I was excused and let off on account of 
my youth and inexperience. 

It seems almost like a thing of last week, 
and yet many joys and sorrows have I felt 
and seen since the day of that trial; and that 
Newport, then a little town, has grown to be 
a great city, occupied and owned by a new 
people to me. Few, very few of the friends 
of my boyhood are to be seen upon its streets. 
I5ut one besides myself of sixteen lawyers 
who belonged to the Campbell bar is living, 
and the last I heard of him he was trying, as 
he said, to keep a returned rebel from saying 
hi* prayers. May the Lord forgive him as 
well as the rebels, all their sins.

THE EXCLUSION OF THE SOUTHERN MEM- 
BERS 

The action of the caucus of the Republican 
members of Congress on the subject of the dis- 
position to be made of the claims of the members 
elect from the Southern States, shows very con- 
clusively that those members are to be denied 
their seats, at least for the present session, and 
probably for the entire period of the Congress. 
That the action of the caucus will be confirmed 
bv the House there can scarcely be a doubt. 
The (friends of a reconstructed Union may, there- 
fore, make up their minds at once to see all the 
hope't they have for months so IbAdly indulged, 
of the establishment of civil government in the 
States lately in rebellion, summarily overthrown, 
at the very point at which its final consummation 
was expected. 

A committee of fifteen members, six of the 
Senate ami nine of the House, are to have the 
subject ill charge, with the privilege of making 
their report at such time as they may see proper. 
.Mr. Coi.fax, who is to be the Speaker, will be 
very apt to appoint a committee on the part of 
the House whose views upon the subject accord 
with his own, and in all probability we shall get 
a report decisively unfavorable, if, indeed, we get 
any report at all. T his is not precisely " the en- 
tertainment to which we were invited." The poli- 
cy announced by the President had led the people 
of the Southern States to believe that if— they 
adopted the measures dictated and suggested by 
the Government, they would be fully and fairly re- 
instated ill the Union, upon full equality with the 
odier Slates, and that the adoption of this nolicy 
would be accepted as a full atonement for their 
action during the last four years. These States 
have substantially and promptly adopted all the 
measures indicated, in the belief that the Gov- 
ernment would deal with them in good faith 
and restore them to their civil and political 
rights. 

The cup of humiliation they have been com- 
pelled to drink to the very dregs, and now the 
equivalent and reward of their obedience is to be 
rudely refused. The Congress denies their right 
to representation in the National Legislature, and 
the President declines to restore them the privi- 
lege of the writ of habeas carpus. Who shall say 
that in view of the eventsof the past six mouths, 
in view of the promises that have been made to 
them, and their prompt conformity with the 
wishes of the Government in their votes and in 
their legislation, wjio can say that they have not* 
been cruelly deceived, and that they have not just 
grounds of complaint ? 

.They have adopted the Constitutional Amend- 
ment abolishing slavery, thus divesting them- 
selves of four thousand millions of dollars' 
worth of property, and reducing thousands of 
their people to penury. They have repealed 
their acts of secession, and they havd admitted 
the negroes to their courts and invested them 
with the legal right t<> testify. They have repu- 
diated their State debts ami have taken the oaths 
of allegiance and amnesty, and done every act 
required by the Government to purge them of 
their treason. And now, after doing all these 
things, and fulfilling all these requirements ; 
after having fairly and honestly, and in good 
faith, executed their part of the contract, Con- 
gress coolly turn its back upon them aud says, 
" Depart, you workers of iniquity, we know you 
not ! " 

Of course the Southern States will be com- 
pelled to submit. Those who arc thus treating 
them know that they have no power to resent the 
outrage thus offered, and that they have no in- 
tentionof making the attempt. It is well un- 
derstood that they surrendered in good faith, 
and that they will be true to the promises and 
pledges they have made. It is therefore entirely 
safe to exult and triumph over them, and to 
repudiate the implied contract under which they 
re organized their Slate governments and accept- 
ed the measures dictated by the Government. 

liut the South can afford to wait. The reign 
of radicalism must come to an end, and a return- 
ing sense of public justice will at last concede to 
the South every right she claims, and consign to 
everlasting infamy the men who now trample 
upon a gallant prostrate people.

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 



Frlloic riliitnt nf the Senate and }h*Sr of R'p- 
rettientatwes : 

To express gr.ititu<l<- to God, in i he name of 
the peop'e, (Si tlio preservation of the United 
State*, is my fii-.-t duty in addressing you. Our 
thoughts next revert to the death of the late 
President by an act of parricidal treason. The 
grief of the nation is s'.ili fresh ; it finds sonic 
solace in the consideration that lie lived to enjoy 
the highest proof of its confidence, by entering 
on the relieved term of the Chief Magistracy, to 
which he had been elected ; that lie brought the 
civil war substantially to a close ; that his loss 
was deplored in all parts of the Union ; and that 
foreign n ttioDJ have rendered justice to his mem- 
ory Ills removal east upon me a heavier weight 
of can s than ever devolve I upon any one of his 
predecessors. To fulfill mv Irust I need the sup- 
port and confidence of all who are associated with j 
lue in the various departments of Government, 
and the support and confidence of the pe iple i 
There is but one way in which 1 can hope to gain 
their necessary aid ; it is, to state with frankness 
the principles which guide my conduct, and their 
application to the present stale of air.iirs, well 
uware that ■ he efficiency of my labors will, in a 
great measure, depend on your and their undi- 
vided approbation. 

The Union of the United States of America 
was intended by its authors t > last as long as ihe 
States themselves shall last. "Tin: Union shall 
be riiarETUAi." are the last words of the Confed- 
eration. " To iokm » KOM rujrECT Union," 
by an ordinance of the people of the United 
States, is the declared purpose of the Constitution. 
The h ind of Divine Providence was never more 
plainly visible in the affairs of men than in the 
training and the adopting of that instrument. It 
is, beyond comparison, the greatest event in 
American history ; and indeed is it not, of all 
events in modern times, the most pregnant with 
consequences for every people of the earth 7 
The members of the Convention which prepa r ed 
it brought to their work the experience of the 
Confederation, of their several States, anil ol 
other Republican Governments, old and new, 
but they needed and they obtained a wisdom su 
perior to experience. And when, for its validity, 
it required the approval of a peopleth.il occupied 
a large part of a continent and acted separately 
in many distinct conventions, what is more won- 
derful than that, alter earnest contention and 
long discussion, all feelings and all opinions were 
ultimately drawn in one way to iLs support ? 

The .(' institution to which life was thus 
imparted contains within itself ample resources 
for its own preservation. It h is power to enforce 
laws, punish treason, and insure domestic tran- 
quillity. In case of the usurpation of the Gov- 
ernment 01 a State bv one man. or an oligarch v, | jp,, r 
it bee >mes a duty of the United States to make 
good the guarantee to that State of a republican 
form of government, and so to maintain the 
homogeiieoiisiiess of all. Does the lapse of lime 
reveal defects? A simple mode ofamelidmenl 
i- p ovided in the Constitution itself, so that its 
(•ond tioni can always be m ide t > conform to the 
requirements of advancing civilization. No room 
is allowed even for the thought of a possibility 
of its coming to tin end. And these powers of 
self-preservation have always beer, asserted in 
their complete integrity by evcrv patriotic Chief i 
Magistrate — by Jefferson and Jackson, not less 
than by Washington and Madison. The parting 
advice of the Father of his Country, while vet '. 



sought to solve the momentous question and 
overcome the appalling difficulties that met me at 
the very commencement of my administration. 
It has been my steadfast object to escape from 
the -way of momentary passions, and to derive a 
healing policy from the fundamental and un- 
changing principles of the Constitution. 

I found the States Buffering from the effects 
of a civil war. Resistance to the General Gov- 
ernment appeared to have exhausted itself. The 
United States had recovered possession of their 
forts and arsenals, and their armies were in the 
occupation of every State which had attempted 
to secede. Whether the territory within the lim 
its nf those States should be held as conquered 
territory, under military authority emanating 
from the President as the head of the army, was 
the first question that [.resented itself for de- 
cision. 

Now, military governments, established for an 
Indefinite period, would have offered no security I 
for the early suppression cf discontent; would 
have divided the people into the vanquishers and 
the vanquished; and would have envenomed 
hatred, rather than have restored affection. 
Once established, n > precise limit to their con- 
tii nance was conceivable. They would have 
occasioned an incalculable and exhausting ex- 
pense. Peaceful emigration to and from that 
portion of the country is one of the best means 
that can be thought of for the restoration of har- 
mony; and that emigration would have been pre- 
vented; for what emigrant from abroad, what 
Industrious citizen at home, would place himself 
willingly under military rule? The chief per- 
I sons who would have followed in the train of the 
army would have been dependents on the Gen- 
eral" Government, or men who expected profit 
from the miseries of their erring ledoiv-citizens. 
The powers of patronage and rule which would | 
have been exercised, under the President, over a J 
vast, and populous, and naturally wealthy region, 
are grcatei than, unless under extreme necessity-, 
I should be willing to intrust to anyone mm; 
they are such as, for myself, I could never, un- 
less on occasions of great emergency, consent 
to exercise. The willful use of such powers, if 
continued through a period of years, would have 
endangered the purity of the general administra- 
tion and the liberties of the States which re- i 
in lined loyal. 

Besides, the pulicv of military rule over a con- 
quered territory would have implied that die ' 
Stales whose inhabitants may have taken part in 
the rebellion had, by the act of those inhabitants, 
ceased to exist. But the true theory is, that all 
pretended acts of secession were from the begin- 
ning, null and void. The States cannot commit 
treason, nor screen the individual citizens who 
may have committed treason, any more than they 
can make valid treaties or engage in law ful com- 
merce with any foreign power. The St ites at- 
tempting to secede placed themselves in a condi- j 
tion where their vitality was impaired, but not 
extinguished— their functions soap nded, but not 
oved. 

Hut if anv State neglects or refuses to perform 
its offices, there is the more need tint the 0 e st e r I 
al Government should maintain all its authority, 
and, as soon as practicable, risnme tiie exercise 
Of all its functions. On this principle I have acted, 
and have gradually and quietly, and by almost 
imperceptible *teps, sought to restore the rightful 
energy of the General G ivernment and of the 
S*tates. To that end, Provisional Governors 
have been appointed for the Slates, Conven- 
tions called, Governors elected, Legislatures as- 
sembled, and Senators anil Representatives cho. 
sen to the Congress of the United Slates. At ',

The 
subjects that come unquestionably within its ju- 
risdiction are so numerous, that it must ever 
naturally refuse to be embarrassed bv questions 
that lie beyond it. Were it otherwise, the Ex- 
ecutive would sink beneath the burden; the 
channels of justice would be choked; legislation 
would be obstructed by excess; so that there is a 
greater temptation to exercise some of the func- 
tions of the General Government through the 
Slates, than to trespass on their rightful sphere. 
"The absolute acquiescence in the decisions of the

facilities of social intercourse and of business. 
And is it not happy for us all, that the restora- 
tion of each one of these functions of the Gener- 
al Government brings with it a blessing to the 
States over which they are extended ? Is it not 
a sure promise of harmony and renewed attach- 
ment to the Union that, after all that has hap- 
pened the return of the General Government is 
know n only as a. beneficence ? 

I know very well that ibis |Ktlicy is attend-

concerns; that it implies an invitation to those 
States, by renewing their allegiance to the 
United States, to resume their functions as States 
of the Union But it is a risk that must be 
taken ; in the choice of difficulties, it is the 
smallest risk ; and to diminish, and, if possible, 
to remove all danger, I have felt it incumbent 
on me to assert one other power of the General 
Gove rn ment — the power of pardon. As no State 
can throw a defense over the crime of treason,

The next step which I have taken to restore 
the constitutional relations of the States, has been 
an Invitation to them to participate in the high 
office of amending the Constitution. Every 
patriot must wish for a general amnesty at the 
eirliest epoch consistent with public safety 
For this great end there is need of a concurrence 
of all opinions, and the spirit of mutual concilia- 
tion. All patties iu the late terrible oonflict must 
work together in harmony. It is not too much 
to ask, in the name ol the whole people, that, on 
the one side, the plan of restoration shall proceed 
ill conformity with a willingness to cast thedis- , 
orders of the past into oblivion; and that, on the ' 
other, the evi denc e of .sincerity in the future 
BB linteuance of the Union shall be put beyond a 
doubt by the ratification of the proposed amend- 
ment to the Oonstitul ion, which provides for the I 
abolition of slavery forever within the limits of 1 
our country. So long as the adoption of this 
amendment is delayed, so long will doubt, and 
jealousy, and uncertainty prevail. This is the 
measure which will efface the sad memory of 
the past; this is the measure which will rnosi cer- 
tainly call population, and capital, anil security 
to those parts of the Union that need them most. 
Indeed, it is not too much to ask of the Stales 
which are now resuming their places in the fami- 
ly of the Union to give this pledge of perpetual 
loyalty and peace. Until it is done, the past, 
however much we may desire it, will hot be for- 
gotten. The adoption of the amendment reunites 
us beyond all power of disruption. It heals the 
wound that is still imperfectly closed; it removes 
slavery, the element which has so long perplexed 
and divided the country; it makes of us once 
more a united people, renew ed and strengthened, 
bound more than ever to mutual affection and 
support. 

The amendment to the Constitution being 
adopted, it would remain for the States, whose 



The maintenance of the Union brings with it , h(1 binding force of the laws of 
'the support ol the Slate Governments in all their States, and an unqualified acknow 
rights; but it is not one ol the rights of any 

State Government to renounce its own place in 
the Union, or to nullify the laws ofthe Union. 
The largest liberty is to be maintained in the 
discussion of the acts of the Federal Government ; 
but there is no appeal from its laws, except to the 
various branches of that Government itself, or to 
the people, w ho grant to the members of the Leg- 
islative and of the Executive Departments no 
teuure but a limited one, and in that iniuner al- 
ways retain the powers of redress. 

"The sovereignty of the States" is the lan- 
guage of the Confederacy, and not the language 
of the Constitution. The latter contains the 
emphatic words; "The Constitution, and the 
laws ofthe Uuiied States which shall be made in 
pursuance thereof, and all treaties made or w hich 
shall be made under tin' authority of the United 
States, shall be the supreme law of the land; 
and the judges in every State shall be bound 
thereby, anything in the constitution of any 
State to the contrary notwithstanding." 

Certainly the Government of the United Stales 
is a limited government; and so is every Slate gov- 
ernment a limited government. With us, this idea 
of limitation spreads through every form of admin- 
istration, general. State, and municipal, and rests 
on the ETOat distinguishing principle ofaffis recogni- 
tion of the righ s of man. The ancient republics 
absorbed theindividual in the State, prescribed his 
religion, and controlled his activity. The Amer- 
ican system rests on the assertion of the equal 
right of every man to life, liberty, anil the pur- 
suit of happiness ; to freedom of conscience, to 
the culture and exercise of all his faculties. As 
a consequence, the State Government is limited, 
as to the General Government in the interest of 
Union, as to the individual citizen in the interest 
of freedom. 

Stales, with proper limitations of power, are 
essential to the existence of the Constitution of 
the United States. At the very commencement, 
when we assumed a place among the |x>wers of 

the earth, the Declaration of Independence was I powers have been so long in abeyance, to resume 
adopted by States ; so, also, were the articles of! their places in the two branches of the National 



confederation ; and w hen " the people of the 
United States" ordained and established the Con- 
stitution, it was the assent of the States, one by 
one, which gave it vitality. In the event, too, 
of any amendment to the Constitution, the prop- 
osition of Congress needs the confirmation of 
States. Without States one great branch of the 
legislative government would be wanting. And, 
if we look beyond the letter of the Constitution 
to the character of our country, its capacity for 
comprehending within its jurisdiction a vast con- 
tinental empire is due to the system of States. 
The best security for the perpetual existence of 
the States is the "supreme authority" ofthe 
Constitution of the Unites! Stales. The perpe- 
tuity of the Constitution brings with it the per- 
petuity of the States ; their mutual relation 
makes us what we are, and iu our political sys- 
tem their connection is indissoluble. The whole 
cannot exist without the parts, nor the pans wilh- 
"ie whole.

or early winter nor until Congress should have 
"an opportunity to consider and act on the w hole 
subject." To your deliberations the restoration 
of this branch of the civil authority of the United 
States is therefore necessarily referred, with the 
hope that e niy provision will be made for the 
resumption of all its functions. It is manifest 
'hat treason, most flagrant in character, has been 
committed. Persons who are charged with its 
commission should have fair and impartial trials 
iu the highest civil tribunals of the country, in 



should be punished tuprthe offense made infa- 
mous ; and, at the same lime, that the question 
may be judicially settjrVI, finally and for ever, 
that no State of its own w ill has the right to re- 
nounce its place in the Union. 

The relations of the General Government to- 
wards the four millions of inhabitants whom the 
war has called into freedom, have engaged mv 
most serious consideration. On the propriety of 
attempting to make the freedmcn electors by the 
proclamation of the Executive, I took for my 
counsel ihe Constitution itself, the interpretations 
of that Instrument by its authors anil their con- 
temporaries, and recent, legislation by Congress. 
When, at the first movement towards independ- 
ence, the Congress ofthe United States instructed 
the several States to institute governments of 
their own. they left each State to decide for itself 
the conditions for the enjoyment of the elective 
franchise During the period of the Confederacy, 
there continued to exist a very great diversity in 
the qualifications of electors in the several States; 
and even within a State a distinction of qualifica- 
tions prevailed with regard to the officers who 
were to be chosen. The Constitution of the 
United States recognizes these diversities, when 
it enjoins that, in the choice of members of the 
House of Representatives of the United Stale-, 
"the electors in each State shall have the qiial- 
fications requisite for electors ofthe most numer- 
ous branch of the State Legislature." After the 
formation ofthe Constitution , it remained, as 
before, the uniform usage for each State to en- 
large ihe body of its electors, according to its 
own judgment: and, under this system, oneState 
after another has proceeded to increase the num- 
bers of its electors, until now universal suffrage, 
or something very near it, is the general rule. 
So fixed was this reservation of power in the 
habits of the people, and so unquestioned has 
been the interpretation of the Constitution, that 
during the oivil war the late President never 
harbored ihe purpose — certainly never avowed 
the purpose-of disregarding it; and in the acts of 
Congress during that period, nothing can be found 
which, during the continuance of hostilities, 
much less after their close, would have sanction 
ed any departure by the Executive from a policy 
which has so uniformly obtained. .Moreover, a 
concession of the elective franchise to tin? freed- 
men, by act of the President of the United Stales, 
must have been extended to all colored men, 

wherever found * sad so must have established a 
change of suffrage iu the Northern, Middle, and 
Western Stales, not less than in the Southern 
and Southwestern. Such an act would have 
createda new class of voters, and would have been 
an assumption of power by the President w hich 
nothing in the Constition or laws ofthe United 
Slates would have warranted. 

On the other hand, every danger of con- 
flict is avoided when the settlement of the ques- 
tion is refe r red to the several States. They can, 
each for itself, decide on the measure, anil w heth- 
er it is to be adopted at once and absolutely, or 
introduced gradually and with Conditions- Iu mv 
judgment, the frecdineo, if they show patience 
at d manly virtues, will sooner obtain a parti ci pa- 
th n in the elective franchise through the Stiles 

than through the General Government, even if 
it iiad power to intervene When the tumult of] 
emotions that have boon raised by the sodden- 
rtss of the social change shall have subsided, it 
may prove that they will receive the kindliest j 
usage from some of those on whom they have 
heretofore must closely depended. 

But while I have no doubt that now, after the 
clos,. of ihe war, it is not competent for tin- 
General Government to extend the elective Iran- J 
chise in the several Stales, it is eqiialh clear that 
good faith requires the security of the freedmcn , 
in their liberty and their property, their right to ' 
labor, ami tkeir tight to claim the just return ol j 
their labor. I cannot loo stronely urge a dispas- 
sionate treatment of this subject, which should I 
be carefully keptaloof from all party strife. We 
must equally avoid hasty assumptions of any 
natural impossibility for the two races to live side | 
by side, in a state of mutual benefit ami good I 
will. The experiment involves US iu no incon- 
sisteocy f let us, then, go on and make lint ex i 
p e r in te n t in good faith, and not be loo easily j 
disheartened. The country is in need of labor, j 
and the fieedmen are iu need of employment, i 
culture, and protection. While their right of | 
voluntary migration and expatriation is not to be 
questioned, 1 would not udvise their forced re- 
moval and colonization. Let us rather encour- 
age them to honorable and useful industry, where 1 
it may be beneficial to themselves and to the 
country; and, instead of hasty anticipations of 
the certainty of failure, let there be nothing j 
wanting to the fair trial of the experiment. The 
change in their condition is the substitution of 
lab')r bv contract fur the stilus of slavery. The j 
freedman cannot fairly be accu-ed of unwilling- 
neos to work, so long as a doubt rein tins about 
his freedom of choice in his pursuits, and the 
certainty of his recovering his stipulated wages.

The Constitution confers on Congress the right 
to regulate commerce among the several Stales. 
! It is of ihe first necessity, for the maintenance of 
! the Union, that commerce should be free and 
i unobstructed. No State can be justified in any 
device to tax ihe transit ol travel and commerce 
between States. The position of many States is 
such, that, if they were allowed to Mice advan- 
tage of it fir purposes of local revenue, the com- 
merce between States might be injuriously bur- 
dened, or even virtually prohibited. It is the 
best, while the country is still voji g. ai d while 
the tendency to dangerous monopolies of this 
kind is still feeble, to use the power of Congress 
so as to prevent any scltish impediment to the 
tree circulation of men anil merchandise. A 
tax on travel and merchandise, in their transit, 
constitutes one of the Worst forms of monopoly, 
and the evil is increased if coupled with a de- 
nial of the choice of route. When the vast ex- 
tent of our country is considered, it is plain that 
every obstacle to the free circulation of com- I 
merce between the Stales ought to be sternly 
gnar led against by appropriate legislation, with- 
in the limits of the Constitution 

The report of the Secretary of the Interior 
explains the condition of the public lands, the
